The Georgia Central maragement has 
been revolutionized in the last year. In 
November, 1891, when the Calhoun broth- 
ers were still in the board of directors, 
the pressing needs of the company were 
provided for by a loan made by a banking 
syndicate including Speyer & Co., Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co., L. Von Hoffman & Co., Hall- | 
garten & Co, and others; and one other 
was made by the Mutual Life Insurance 
Company. 

In last January the Richmond Terminal 
influence left the Calhoun brothers off the 
board of directors of the Georgia Central. 
The struggle to reorganize the Richmond 
Terminal system followed, but in March 
the Georgia Central was placed in the 
hands of a receiver, and since that time 
the company has been managed by inter- 
ests hostile to the Richmond Terminal, 
Litigation over the lease of the Georgia 
Central to the Georgia Pacific followed, 
and a mass of legal complication, arose 
which is still unsettled. It is said by 
friends of the Georgia Central that it 
would not require more than $5,000,000, 
or $6,000,000 to provide for the Speyer 
and other loans and interests on bonded 
indebtedness now in default. The assets 
of the company are alleged to be ample 
for the purpose of raising this money. 


NO RECEIVER'S CERTIFIGATES 


Wanted by the Stockholders of the Georgfa 
Southern and Fioritda. 

Baltimore, September 22.—Bondholders of 
Georgia Southern and Florida railroad met in 
the office of the Mercantile Trust and Deposit 
Company today. General John Gill presided 
and William Checkley Shaw, of Fisher &

forty-nine bonds held in Baltimore were repre- 
sented and 170 New York bonds. The meeting 
was held to protest against the issuing of re 
celver’s certificates to build a branch line to 
Thomasville, Ga... and for other purposes. A 
resolution was adopted instructing the Mer 
eantile Trust and Deposit Company, trustees 
of the bonds, to resist the issuing of receiver's 
certificates and in case the defaulted July in- 
terest be not paid to foreclose. the mortgage.

Columbia, S. C., September 22.—(Spe- 
ciaL)—Woodruff, a young man formerly 
of Rocky Mount, N. C., for two or three 
years a resident of Marion county, was 
shot in the head by Ella Smith, a 
woman of ill repute at Marion, about 9 
o’eloek last night and died about 2 o’clock 
this morning.

New York, September 22.—Up to date 
there’ have been six deaths from. cholera 
in this city. The result of facteriological 
examinations in the case of John Orr, owner 
and captain of canal boat Harry Cahill, 
who died at his home, New Brunswick, N. 
J., was reported to the health board today 
by Professor Biggs. The report sets forth 
that germs of Asiatic cholera were found. 
The Orr boat has been lying in North river, 
foot of West Thirtieth street since last 
week under quarantine. This will be raised 
on her today, as she has been thoroughly 
disinfected. The New Brunswick board o » 
health was notified today that Orr's death 
was due to cholera. 

On the Other Side. 

Brussels, September 22.—Cholera is spread. 
ing both in this city and in the suburbs. 

Vienna, September 22.—No fresh cases of 
cholera were reported in Podgorze or Cracow 
today. 

Berlin, September 22,—People living and em- 
ployed on barges are becoming infected with 
cholera more and more every day, a fact 
that causes much anxiety. From Tuesday noon 
to Wednesday noon twenty-three cases of 
cholera were reported on barges. Thirteen 
of the patients were certified to be suffering 
from Asiatic cholera, and were taken to Moabit 


, ke 
hospital. In dne instance à Whole family, 
consisting of father, mother and two children. 


was removed from a barge. A five-year-old 
child died on the road to the hospital and the 
mother died last night. As the canal system 
ramifies the most thickly populated districts 
of Berlin, it. will be seen that the situation 
here has become serious. All barge traffic 
has been stopped and most of the boats are 
anchored to the river banks and watched. by 
sanitary officials. 

Rotterdam, September 22.—Three cases of 
cholera and one death have been reported in 
this city today. At Maasluis and other places 
in Holland isloated cases of the disease have 
occurred. 

Paris, September 22.—In Paris and its su- 
burbs yesterday there were reported fifty- 
nine new cases of cholera and twenty deaths 
from the disease. In Havre four new cases 
and three deaths were reported. . 

St. Petersburg, September 22.—Thirty-two 
new cases of cholera and twelve deaths oc- 
curred here yesterday, a decrease of sixteen 
cases and four deaths compared with Tuesday's 
returns, 
of this city, denies that Professor Koch pre- 
dicted that cholera would appear again here 
in the spring. The paper says the professor 
merely told the sanitary commission that the 
danger would last through the winter and be- 
come worse in the spring, if necessary sani 
tation was neglected. The correspondent 


‘adds that Dr. Koch said he was hopeful that 


the disease would cease if everything was 
done to eradicate it. 

Hamburg, September 22.—Official cholera re- 
turns place the number of new cases yester- 
day at 180 and deaths at ninety-seven, in- 
cluding thirty cases and twenty-nine deaths 
that were not included in previous returns. 
These figures show that the disease is again 
growing worse, as on Tuesday. 

Berlin’s Crowded Tenements. 


London, September 23.—The Post’s Berlin 
correspondent says: The precautions taken 
by the authorities are so universally obtrn- 
sive to sight and smell that they are calculated 
to throw a new arrival into a state of hypo- 
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are bound to concur in that judgment. Even 
to the most conservative of conservatives, the 
convention was one of surprises. A great 
many radical actions on the part of the 
Tillmanites had been predicted, and it was 
with a breath of relief that the antis saw that 
there was no disposition on the part of any 
one to do anything that would leave a taint 
of suspected third partyism on the state.

He was 
loudly applauded and there were loud cries 
of God bless South Carolina” and Hurrah for 
Ben Tillman.’”’ The same sentiments were 
echoed by the other state officers in their 
speeches.

There are antiquarians who doubt the 
correctness of the popular impression that 
London, at its present stage of develop- 
ment, is the most populous city that éver 


covered nearly a hundred English square 
miles of ground, and Rome under Trajan 
seems to have boasted a population of more 
than 2,000,000 free citizens, without count- 
ing the multitude of slaves, the military gar- 
ison and foreign residents and transient vis- 
itors. Aelius Aristi:les, a Greek historian 
who flourished in the time of the Antonines, 
describes the “capital of the civilized uni- 
verse“ as follows: “And as oftentimes we 
see. a man of great 2 exhibit his 
power by surmounting imself with 
a pyramid of other men, so also this city, 
stretching forth her foundations over areas 
so vast, yet rearing another of correspond- 
ing proportions, and upon that another, 

© resting upon pile, houses overlaying 
ouses, in aerial succession—contemplating 
which one becomes convinced that if these 
series of strata were to be decomposed and 
planted upon the ground, side by side, thé 
whole vacant area of Italy well be filled 
with these dismantled stories, and we should 
be presented with the spectacle of one con- 
tinuous city stretching from the sea of Tus- 
cany to the shores of the Adriatic.” Lip- 
sius estimates that the Rome of the second 
century contained one-fifth population of 
the Italian peninsula (as modern London 
does of England), and, including slaves and 
soldiers, harbored a total of 7,000,000 in- 
habitante—after all only one-third more 
‘than the British Babel.

WILLIAM H. SEWARD, 


When he was an old man, William H. Sew- 
ard used to say that he presumed be might 
never have been tempted to become a poli- 
tician if there had not occurred a petty mis- 
understanding while he was a student in Union 


college. He was a proud-spirited young fel- 


low, and something happened in the eollege 
which caused him to feel sadly hurt. His 
father, who was a stern man, believing that 
college rules should be implicitly followed, 
would not side with bis son. Therefore the 
young student took it into his head to make 
his own way in the world without aid or ad- 
vice from any one. He disappeared. He used 
to say to his friends in after years, when 
honors of every sort except the presidency 
had come to him, that in plain English he ran 
away. : 8 

That was only a few years after what was 
called the war of 1812 had ended, and little 
Seward, for he was a very little fellow, found 
himself in one of the interior counties of the 
state of Georgia and engaged as a teacher, He 
only stayed there a year. His father dis 
covered where he was, and his college officers 
were disposed to be forgiving, and so Seward 
returned to the north and took up his studies 
again, read law, hung out his shingle, and in 
a year or two became a member of the state 
senate. Then he was afterward governor and 
senator and secretary of state, and in the east 
almost everyone supposed in 1860 that he 
would be the candidate of his party for the 
presidency. ö 

While young Seward was in the south his 
attention. was directed to politics because a 
great deal of excitement due to the war with 
Great Britain still prevailed here, and, more- 
over, he was brought in contact with the 
colored people and then got the idea that 
during his own lifetime he should see slavery 
in America done away with. So when he 
came back to the north he was already am-
